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ANNOUNCEMENT   OF  SUMMER   SCHOOL 

EIGHTH  SUMMER  SESSION 

The  next  regular  Summer  Session  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal 
School  will  open  Monday,  June  7,  1920,  at  10  a.  m.,  and  continue  six  weeks, 
closing  July  17.  The  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  to  give  teachers, 
especially  those  of  West  Tennessee,  the  opportunity  for  study  and  improve- 
ment during  the  vacation  period.  The  work  will  be  arranged  so  that  teach- 
ers can  add  to  their  scholarship  and  professional  equipment  by  taking 
regular  or  review  courses.  The  Summer  Session  will  also  give  opportunity 
to  ambitious  students  to  earn  additional  credits  on  regular  courses,  thus 
shortening  the  time  required  for  certification;  and  to  students  who  have 
failed  to  do  satisfactorily  the  work  in  any  term  to  overcome  their  deficien- 
cies and  continue  their  studies. 

The  Summer  Sessions  of  the  Normal  School  have  been  highly  successful, 
both  in  point  of  attendance — more  than  500  having  registered  last  Summer 
— and  the  character  of  work  done.  The  attendants  at  the  Summer  term  are, 
for  the  most  part,  teachers  of  experience  who  take  advantage  of  their  vaca- 
tion to  better  prepare  for  the  next  year.  Many  teachers  of  West  Tennessee 
have  been  present  at  every  Summer  term.  They  are  expected  to  attend 
again  this  year  and  it  is  certain  that  they  will  be  joined  by  many  of  the 
new  teachers  of  this  section.  Indeed,  it  is  evident  at  this  early  date,  that 
the  number  present  at  the  coming  Summer  Session  will  be  limited  only  by 
the  capacity  of  the  school. 

With  the  experience  of  the  past  Summers,  with  a  fuller  appreciation  of 
the  desires  and  needs  of  the  teachers  of  this  section,  the  Normal  School 
will  offer  the  most  attractive  courses  of  study  and  will  make  arrangements 
for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  all  who  attend. 


ADVANTAGES    OF    THE    SUMMER    SCHOOL 

The  complete  facilities  of  the  Normal  School  are  offered  to  all  who  attend, 
without  tuition  charge,  except  that  a  fee  of  $10.00  for  the  Summer  Session 
is  charged  to  persons  not  residents  of  Tennessee.    Among  the  facilities  are: 

1.  Faculty.  A  superior  faculty  of  trained  men  and  women,  specialists 
in  educational  work  and  deeply  interested  in  the  teachers  and  schools  of 
the  State. 

2.  Departments.  Well  organized  departments  of  Education,  Agriculture, 
Biology,  Chemistry,  Commercial,  Drawing  and  Penmanship,  English,  History, 
Home  Economics,  Latin,  Manual  Training,  Mathematics,  Modern  Languages, 
Music,  Physics  and  Geography,  Physical  Training. 

3.  Courses.  Instruction  in  college,  high  school  and  professional  courses 
and  reviews  in  elementary  school  subjects. 

4.  Laboratories.  Modern  and  well-equipped  laboratories  in  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Biology,  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics. 

5.  Industrial  Work.  Thorough  courses  in  cooking,  sewing,  manual  train- 
ing, agriculture  and  commercial  subjects;  also  in  drawing,  school  music, 
school  and  home  sanitation. 

6.  Library.  An  excellent  library  of  9,000  volumes  selected  to  meet  the 
peculiar  needs  of  teachers;  also  a  spacious  reading  room  supplied  with  the 
best  magazines  and  periodicals. 
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TEACHERS   NEEDED 

In  many  counties  in  West  Tennessee  there  are  not  enough  qualified 
teachers  for  the  positions  to  be  filled. 

Because  of  the  higher  standard  prescribed  for  teacher's  certificates  in 
the  State  examinations  and  the  closer  grading  of  papers  there  are  probably 
fewer  licensed  teachers  in  the  State  than  there  are  positions  to  be  filled. 

Many  persons  who  have  been  teaching  on  temporary  certificates  have 
now  completely  exhausted  the  temporary  certificate  privilege.  It  is  highly 
important,  therefore,  that  prospective  teachers  shall  qualify  themselves  for 
work  and  that  those  now  engaged  in  teaching  shall  fit  themselves  for 
higher  and  more  responsible  positions. 

The  State  Normal  School  offers  opportunity  for  preferment  in  the  teach- 
ing profession.  It  invites  those  who  expect  to  become  teachers  to  attend  its 
sessions  and  to  take  its  courses  and  it  urges  teachers  now  holding  certifi- 
cates to  better  qualify  themselves  for  higher  positions. 

Teachers  of  ability  no  longer  have  to  seek  positions  in  Tennessee,  but 
are   sought  by   Superintendents   and   Boards   of  Education. 


TEACHERS'   BUREAU 

During  the  Summer  Term  and  throughout  the  year  a  special  committee 
of  the  Faculty  conducts  a  bureau  for  teachers,  free  of  charge.  Superin- 
tendents and  Boards  of  Education  who  desire  capable  teachers,  whether 
for  high  schools  or  for  the  grades,  and  efficient  teachers  desiring  position 
will  be  given  every  assistance  by  this  committee. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

ROOMS 

The  Normal  School  can  take  care  of  240  young  women  in  Mynders  Hall, 
the  Women's  Dormitory,  and  100  in  the  Main  Building.  The  rooms  in  the 
Main  Building  have  been  much  improved  by  the  addition  of  running  water, 
baths,  etc.,  and  are  now  as  desirable  and  comfortable  as  the  rooms  in 
Mynders  Hall.  Young  women  who  occupy  rooms  in  the  Main  Building  are 
under  the  general  supervision  and  care  of  the  regular  matron  of  the  school, 
who  will  be  aided  by  an  Assistant  Matron  who  will  reside  in  the  building. 

Young  men  can  find  rooms  in  Prescott  Flats  or  in  private  homes. 

Furnished  rooms  in  the  school  dormitories  cost  only  $4.00  for  the  term 
of  six  weeks  for  each  occupant. 

There  are  a  few  single  rooms  in  the  Dormitory  which  are  rented  for 
$1.50  a  week,  or  $9.00  for  the  term. 

Rooms  are  rented  by  the  term  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  for  absence 
any  part  of  the  term. 
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RESERVATIONS 

Rooms  will  be  reserved  in  the  order  of  their  application.  Those  who 
write  first  will  be  given  places  in  the  school  dormitory  and  those  writing 
later  will  be  assigned  to  rooms  in  the  main  building  or  to  private  families. 
A  deposit  fee  of  $3.00  is  required  of  all  who  make  reservations  for  the 
Summer  Session,  which  fee  will  be  credited  on  the  total  expenses  of  the 
term.  No  reservation  will  be  made  without  this  deposit.  The  reservation 
fee  will  be  refunded  if  notice  of  inability  to  come  is  given  the  school 
authorities  before  June  2,  1920. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  refund  of  the  reservation  fee  will  not  be 
made  unless  request  for  same  is  made  before  June  2,  1920.  Rooms  reserved 
will  be  held  until  Wednesday,  June  9,  and  will  then  be  let  to  other  parties 
unless  notification  comes  from  orignial  applicants  that  they  are  coming  at 
a  later  date. 

It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the  Summer  Term 
should  write  the  President  and  reserve  rooms  as  soon  as  it  is  definitely 
determined  to  attend.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  all  who  come,  but 
choice  of  rooms  will  be  accorded  to  those  who  make  the  first  application. 
The  rooms  in  the  dormitory  are  more  convenient  and  economical  than 
private  rooms,  and  parties  desiring  same  should  make  early  reservation. 

Rooms  in  dormitory  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  students  of  Sum- 
mer Session  on  Saturday,  June  5.  The  first  meal  served  will  be  supper  on 
that  date. 


BOARD 

Good  table  board  is  furnished  at  the  school  dining  hall  for  $12.00  a  month, 
or  $18.00  for  the  term.  The  authorities  reserve  the  right  to  increase  the 
rate  of  board  in  view  of  the  high  prices  of  commodities. 


LAUNDRY 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  has  recently  installed  a  modern 
sanitary  Laundry. 

EXPENSES 

The  total  expenses  of  the  Summer  Session  of  six  weeks  for  Tennessee 
Students  for  board,  room,  lights,  laundry,  and  registration,  who  secure 
rooms  in  the  school  dormitories,  will  amount  to  $31.00  as   follows: 

Registration  $3.00 

Board  18.00 

Room   Rent   4.00 

Lights 1.00 

Laundry 5.00 

Total $31.00 

Students  not  resident  of  Tennessee  will  be  charged  $10.00  tuition. 
Classes  in  Biology,  Chemistry,  Home  Economics,  Physics,  Manual  Train- 
ing and  Typewriting,  pay  small  fees  for  use  of  laboratories  and  instruments. 

Day  students  pay  only  the  registration  fee  of  $3.00  for  the  term. 
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Rooms  are  rented  by  the  term  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  in  room 
rent  for  absence  during  the  term.  No  reduction  in  board  will  be  made  for 
absence  less  than  two  weeks;  and  no  reduction  will  be  made  for  absence 
the  first  two  or  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  term. 

All  fees  must  be  paid  on  entrance. 

Homes  in  private  families,  including  lodging  and  two  meals  a  day,  can  be 
secured  for  $25.00  to  $35.00  and  lunch  can  be  secured  at  the  cafeteria  for 
15  to  25  cents. 


WHAT  STUDENTS  FURNISH 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory  is  furnished 
by  the  school.  Single  beds  are  used  almost  exclusively.  Students  furnish 
their  own  pillows,  bed  linen,  bed  covers,  towels,  etc. 


POSTOFFICE 

A  branch  of  the  Memphis  postoffice  has  been  established  in  Prescott 
Flats,  just  across  from  the  campus.  It  affords  the  students  and  school 
authorities  every  postoffice  convenience.  Mail  should  be  addressed  to 
Normal  Branch,  Memphis,  Tennessee. 


RAILROAD  AND  EXPRESS  OFFICE 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot,  called  Normal,  located  on  the  school 
ground.  Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leaving  home,  buy  tickets  and 
check  baggage  to  Normal.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at 
New  Union  Station,  Memphis,  buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  to  Normal. 
Pupils  who  come  on  the  Illinois  Central  will  transfer  to  New  Union  Station 
and  then  buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  as  above.  Efforts  should  be  made 
to  arrive  in  Memphis  in  daytime.  A  member  of  the  faculty  will  meet  new 
students  at  the  station  if  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  train  is  given. 
The  Normal  School  street  car,  leaving  Main  and  Madison  avenue  every  thirty 
minutes  will  take  pupils  to  the  Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked 
plainly,  care  of  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

LECTURES  AND   ENTERTAINMENTS 

A  number  of  lectures  and  entertainments  have  been  provided  for  the 
Summer  Session.  At  the  Assembly  hour  each  day  there  will  be  an  address 
by  some  prominent  educator. 

A  series  of  lectures  by  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  given  during  the 
Summer  term  from  6:30  to  7:30  in  the  evening.  Many  of  these  lectures 
will  be  illustrated,  and  they  will  be  given  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays. 

STORY-TELLING 

Twilight  meetings  for  story-telling,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Pritchett 
and  Miss  Cooper  will  be  held  on  the  campus  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
evenings.  A  series  of  stories  and  folk  dancing  will  be  given.  All  students 
are  invited. 
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MOTION   PICTURES 

The  authorities  are  happy  to  announce  the  acquisition  of  a  modern 
Motion  Picture  machine.  This  machine  will  be  used  for  demonstration 
purposes  in  the  different  departments  and  will  enable  the  faculty  to  give 
many  instructive  and  attractive  courses  and  entertainments  which  are  en- 
tirely new. 

PRIMARY  WORK 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  work  in  the  primary  grades  in  our  public 
schools  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  school  work.  It  is  important 
because  it  is  fundamental,  and  also  because  of  the  large  number  of  pupils 
in  those  grades.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Normal  School  to  strengthen  the 
teaching  in  all  grades  of  school  work,  but  it  places  special  emphasis  on  the 
teaching  of  the  early  grades.  During  every  term  general  professional 
courses  bearing  upon  the  teaching  of  primary  work  and  also  particular 
methods  and  content  courses  are  given  for  this  preparation. 

For  the  multitude  of  primary  teachers  who  come  to  the  Summer  School 
additional  opportunities  are  offered,  and  many  courses  which  will  appeal 
to  them  will  be  found  scheduled  in  the  following  pages.  The  teachers  who 
will  have  charge  of  this  work  have  had  sucessful  experience  in  the  class 
room,  combined  with  the  best  professional  training. 

Regular  work  in  the  first  grades  will  be  conducted  in  the  Normal  School 
Building  during  the  Summer,  which  will  afford  teachers  opportunity  of 
seeing  educational  theory  reduced  to  practice.  Among  the  various  courses 
offered  in  the  Summer  School  which  should  appeal  to  primary  teachers  are 
the  following:  Primary  methods  in  reading  and  language;  primary  methods 
in  arithmetic,  geography  and  nature  study;  child  study,  story-telling  and 
dramatization,  game,  folk  dances  and  school  room  gymnastics  for  grade 
1-4,  juvenile  literature,  construction  work  for  primary  grades,  school 
music,  and  content  courses  in  every  department.  From  this  wealth  of 
courses  the  most  exacting  primary  teacher  will  be  able  to  find  work  adapted 
to  her  needs. 

TERMS   OF  ADMISSION 

Statutory  Provision — Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  establishing  the 
State  Normal  School,  all  white  males  or  females  resident  in  the  State  of 
Tennessee  not  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  eligible  for  admission,  pro- 
vided they  shall  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the  State, 
within  six  years  after  leaving  the  school,  for  as  long  a  time  as  they  have 
attended  the  school. 

Health — No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  can  not  furnish  evidence  of 
being  physically  sound,  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  and 
from  chronic  defects  that  would  prevent  satisfactory  work  as  a  student  or 
militate   against    success    as    a   teacher. 

Character — Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  certificate  of 
good  moral  character  signed  by  a  responsible  person.  The  State  is  under 
obligation  for  the  professional  training  of  no  person  that  is  not  qualified  to 
exert  a  wholesome  spiritual  influence  upon  the  lives  of  children. 

Schoolastic  Requirements — Two  years  of  High  School  work  are  required 
of  students  for  admission  to  the  third  year  certificate  course.  For  admis- 
sion to  all  other  courses  the  student  must  have  completed  a  standard  High 
School  course,  or  equivalent.  Provided  students  twenty-one  years  old  or 
older  who  desire  to  become  teachers  may  be  admitted  and  have  special 
courses  made  for  them.

COURSES  OFFERED 

The  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  offers  regular  courses  as  follows : 

1.  For  students  who  have  completed  a  standard  two-year  or  ten-grade 
course. 

(1.)  The  three-year  Certificate  course.  The  completion  of  this  course 
entitles  one  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  State  without  exam- 
ination.    (See  Curriculum  I.) 

2.  For  graduates  of  standard  four-year  High  Schools. 

(1.)  The  one-year  certificate  course,  the  completion  of  whcih  confers 
the  same  privileges  as  the  three-year  certificate  course  above.  (Se  curri- 
culum II.) 

(2.)  Th  two-year  certificate  course.  Students  who  complete  this  course 
are  entitled  to  teach  in  any  public  school  of  the  State  except  County  High 
Schools  of  the  first  class.     (See  curriculum  III.) 

(3.)  The  Diploma  Course.  Those  who  complete  this  course  will  receive 
a  diploma  conferring  the  right  to  teach  in  any  Public  School  of  the  State. 
(See  Curriculum  IV.) 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   GRADUATION 

The  minimum  requirements  for  graduation  are  as  follows: 

1.  For  the  three-year  Certificate  Course  170  credits;  147  credits  pre- 
scribed; 23  elective.     (See  Curriculum  1.) 

2.  For  the  one-year  Certificate  Course  60  credits  all  prescribed.  Students 
may  be  required  to  do  additional  work.     (See  note  under  Curriculum  II.) 

3.  For  the  two-year  Certificate  Course  114  credits;  96  credits  prescribed; 
18  elective.  The  student  must  carry  one  elective  subject  through  the  two 
years  making  at  least  18  credits  as  a  Major. 

4.  For  the  three-year  Diploma  Course  162  credits;  110  credits  prescribed; 
52  elective.  The  student  must  carry  two  electives  each  through  two  years, 
a  minimum  of  18  credits  each  as  majors. 

5.  The  minimum  time  necessary  to  receive  any  kind  of  Certificate  or 
Diploma  from  the  Normal  School  will  be  three  full  terms  or  thirty-six 
weeks.    Two  Summer  Terms  may  count  as  one  regular  term  of  twelve  weeks. 


SPECIAL  CERTIFICATES 

Special  Certificates  in  the  departments  of  Agriculture,  Manual  Training, 
Home  Economics  and  Commercial,  will  be  awarded  to  any  graduate  of  the 
West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  who  completes  all  the  courses  offered 
in  such  department.

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EXPLANATION   OF   COURSE   OF   STUDY 

1.  Majors — Students  registering  in  the  Diploma  Course  must  select  two 
majors,  which  shall  include  the  elective  work  in  either  two  of  the  follow- 
ing departments:  Agriculture,  Biology,  Chemistry,  Commercial,  English, 
Geography,  History,  Home  Economics,  Latin,  Manual  Training,  Mathe- 
matics, Modern  Languages  and  Physics. 

2.  Foreign  Languages — A  Foreign  Language  to  count  as  a  major  must 
include  three  years'  work  in  one  language  or  two  years  each  in  two 
languages  of  which  at  least  two  years  or  6  terms  must  be  done  after  gradu- 
ation from  High  School.  Four  years  of  High  School  Latin  will  be  a  pre- 
requisite for  students  who  choose  Latin  as  a  major. 

3.  Industrial  Courses — Beginning  Courses  in  Agriculture,  Home  Econo- 
mics and  Manual  Training  may  count  as  credits  in  the  Normal  Course, 
provided  the  work  is  continued  through  two  years. 

4.  High  School  Credits — No  work  done  in  High  School  or  other  school 
of  like  grade  shall  be  given  diploma  credits,  except  on  examination  con- 
ducted by  the  head  of  the  Department  in  which  such  credit  is  asked. 


CERTIFICATES   AND    RENEWALS 

The  following  regulations  relative  to  State  examinations  and  certificates 
have  been  approved  by  State  Superintendent  Albert  S.  Williams: 

1.  A  State  examination  for  teachers'  certificates  will  be  conducted  at 
the  State  Normal  School  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term. 

2.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1917,  a 
five-year  teachers'  certificate  may  be  converted  into  a  permanent  certifi- 
cate at  the  expiration  of  the  five  years  for  which  the  certificate  was  issued, 
provided  the  holder  has  not  discontinued  school  work  for  as  many  as  three 
successive  years.  Holders  of  five-year  or  permanent  certificates  are  not 
required  to  take  the  reading  circle  work,  but  are  urged  to  do  so.  A  perman- 
ent certificate  may  be  revoked  should  the  holder  discontinue  teachinng 
for  three  years. 

3.  The  holder  of  a  two-year  teachers'  certificate  may  have  the  same 
renewed  for  two  years  provided  he  has  attended  at  least  one  term  at  the 
State  Normal  School  or  some  other  school  accredited  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  during  the  life  of  his  certificate  and  done  satisfactory  work 
in  at  least  three  courses. 

STATE  EXAMINATIONS 

Elementary  Course — Those  who  are  applicants  for  elementary  certifi- 
cates will  be  required  to  stand  examinations  on  the  following  subjects: 
Spelling,  Arithmetic,  Music,  Writing  and  Drawing,  Grammar,  Reading, 
Physiology,  Geography,  U.  S.  History,  Tennessee  History  and  one  profes- 
sional course. 

High  School  Course — Teachers  desiring  High  School  certificates  may  take 
the  work  in  groups  as  follows: 

English  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  English  Literature,  Ameri- 
can Literature,  Arithmetic  and  a  professional  course. 

Mathematics  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Plane  and 
Solid  Geometry  and  a  professional  course. 
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History  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  English  History,  American  History, 
Civics,  Ancient,  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History,  Arithmetic,  and  a  profes- 
sional course. 

Latin  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Caesar,  Cicero,  Virgil,  Arithmetic,  and 
a  professional  course. 

Science  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Physics,  Physical  Geography,  Chemis- 
try, Agriculture,  Biology,  Physiology,  Arithmetic,  and  a  professional  course. 

Home  Economics  Group — Spelling,  Grammar,  Cooking,  Household  Sani- 
tation, Sewing,  Physiology,  Arithmetic,  and  a  professional  course. 

Composite  Group — For  Principals  and  Teachers  in  Third  Class  High 
Schools — Spelling  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Ancient,  Ameri- 
can History,  Biology,  and  a  professional  course. 

Certificates  shall  be  designated  and  granted  as  elementary  certificates  of 
the  first  or  second  grade,  or  high-school  certificates  of  the  first  or  second 
grade.  A  first-grade  certificate  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  five  years 
from  date  of  issue,  and  the  second-grade  certificate  for  a  period  of  two 
years. 

To  obtain  a  first-grade  certificate,  the  applicant  must  be  at  least  nine- 
teen years  of  age,  must  have  had  at  least  eight  months'  teaching  experience, 
and  must  make  an  average  grade  of  85  per  cent  on  the  subjects  prescribed 
on  examinations,  not  falling  below  70  on  any  subject.  An  applicant  who 
makes  a  first-grade  average  as  required  above,  but  who  does  not  possess  the 
required  teaching  experience  will  be  granted  a  second-grade  certificate,  which 
may  be  changed  to  a  first-grade  certificate  after  eight  months  of  success- 
ful teaching  as  certified  to  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  or 
the  county  high-school  board  of  education. 

Professional  Certificates — The  law  provides  that  professional  certificates 
shall  be  issued  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  An  elementary  certificate  of  the  first  grade,  to  the  applicant  who  has 
completed  the  Academic  Course  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

2.  A  certificate  good  in  all  schools  except  four-year  high  schools  of  the 
first  class  to  the  applicant  who  has  completed  the  Normal  Course  of  the 
State  Normal  School. 


TEACHERS  MUST  HOLD  CERTIFICATES 

The  law  says  that  no  person  shall  be  employed  to  teach  in  any  public 
school  of  the  State  or  receive  pay  for  teaching  out  of  the  public  school 
funds  until  he  has  received  a  certificate  from  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction.  No  such  payment  shall  be  allowed  if  made  and  any 
officer  who  shall  make  or  sanction  the  same  shall  be  subjected  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  nor  more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars. 
No  person,  therefore,  must  begin  to  teach  expecting  to  receive  a  certificate 
later,  as  no  one  can  legally  be  paid  for  such  work. 


INSTITUTE  ATTENDANCE 

By  law  it  is  the  duty  of  all  teachers  in  any  county  of  the  State  to  attend 
the  full  term  of  any  county  institute  held  for  teachers  of  his  race  in  that 
county  under  the  provisions  made  by  the  State  and  County  Superintendents 
of  Public  Instruction;  but,  in  lieu  of  attendance  upon  the  institute  in  his

county,  a  teacher  may  attend  a  similar  institute  in  any  other  county  in  the 
State  in  the  same  year,  or  take  regular  work  in  a  Summer  session  of  one 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools  or  any  regularly  organized  Summer  school 
of  good  standing.  The  County  Superintendent  must  furnish  to  the  State 
Superintendent  a  list  of  the  teachers  of  his  county  who  failed  to  comply 
with  this  law. 


DETAILED  STATEMENT 

of 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

In  arranging  the  Course  of  Study  for  the  Summer  Session  of  the  West 
Tennessee  State  Normal  School  the  Faculty  has  kept  in  mind  particularly 
that  class  of  students  who  desire  to  do  a  serious  grade  of  school  work  for 
six  weeks,  work  for  which  they  will  receive  full  credit,  not  only  on  certi- 
ficates, but  for  graduation  from  the  full  courses  at  the  school.  It  will  be 
observed  that  a  majority  of  the  courses  to  be  given  are  the  regular  courses 
offered  by  the  school  during  the  other  school  terms;  but  review  courses  in 
all  the  common  school  subjects  are  also  offered.  It  is  not  expected  that 
students  of  the  Normal  School  will  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  re- 
view work;  and  no  students,  therefore,  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than 
three  such  courses  during  the  Summer  term. 


CREDITS 

The  maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student  may  secure  during 
the  Summer  Session  is  12,  which  represents  20  recitation  hours.  To  state 
this  differently,  students  will  not  be  allowed  credit  for  more  than  20  recita- 
tion hours.  If  these  hours  are  all  in  regular  courses  the  maximum  credits 
will  be  12;  but  if  some  are  review  subjects,  the  number  of  credits  will  be 
smaller. 

Students  must  take  at  least  three  courses  requiring  a  minimum  of  14  reci- 
tation hours  unless  excused  by  the  President.  Only  two  credits  will  be  al- 
lowed for  a  review  course.  As  stated  above,  the  maximum  number  of 
credits  which  a  student  may  secure  during  the  Summer  Session  is  12, 
and  no  student  will  be  allowed  to  register  for  more,  except  by  consent  of 
the  President. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  visit  classes  in  which  they  are  not  regular- 
ly enrolled,  except  upon  presentation  of  card  issued  by  the  President  or 
Dean,  and  no  card  will  be  issued  for  visiting  the  same  class  more  than 
once.  Certificates  of  attendance  will  not  be  issued  nor  will  credit  be  given 
to  those  not  completing  the  entire  term's  work  and  taking  the  final  exam- 
inations. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  make  the  Summer  Session  a  real 
school  and  to  discourage  rapid  reviews,  "craming,"  and  any  other  super- 
ficial, learn-quick  processes. 

Regular  term  courses  which  call  for  five  recitation  hours  a  week  in 
the  Summer  will  receive  3  credits;  and  those  calling  for  four  will  receive 
2  credits;  certain  laboratory  courses  which  meet  six  days  in  the  week  will 
receive  additional  credits  according  to  time. 
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DEPARTMENT   OF   EDUCATION 

There  has  never  been  such  a  demand  for  efficient  teachers  as  at  the 
present  time.  The  teaching  standards  are  being  raised  just  as  rapidly  as  our 
civilization  advances.  What  was  considered  requisite  for  the  profession 
only  a  few  years  ago  is  much  less  than  the  requirements  of  today.  The 
emphasis  in  the  educative  enterprise  is  being  put  upon  psychology,  peda- 
gogy, and  the  history  of  education  as  psychologically  interpreted.  Our 
Summer  curriculum  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  naturally 
reflects  this  general  educational  conviction.  Along  with  the  other  depart- 
ments, which  are  offering  strong  and  attractive  courses,  the  Department 
of  Education  purposes  to  meet  the  greatest  expectations  of  the  students 
and  teachers  who  are  desirous  of  further  advancement  in  their  profession. 
Courses  in  Methods,  Teacher  Training,  History,  and  Philosophy  of  Educa- 
tion, Psychology,  Child  Study,  Administration,  Rural  Problems,  and  Intel- 
lectual Testing  will  be  offered. 

Education  30 — Elementary  Psychology. 

Text:  Colvin  and  Bagley's  Human  Behavior — This  course  intends  to  be  a 
good  introduction  to  the  general  subject  of  Psychology.  Most  of  the  im- 
portant facts  and  principles  of  psychic  life  will  be  presented  from  the 
educational  point  of  view. 

Five  times  per  week — three  credits. 


Education  31 — Principles  of  Teaching. 

Text:  Strayers  and  Norsworthy — This  course  will  afford  a  study  of  the 
various  principles  that  control  all  successful  teaching.  The  formal  steps 
in  teaching  explained  and  illustrated  by  model  lessons.  The  teachers' 
preparation  of  the  lesson.  Drill  is  given  in  making  lesson  outlines  and 
plans.     Prescribed  Third  Year  Academic  Rank. 

Five  periods  per  week — 3  credits. 


Education   32 — School   Management   and   Law. 

Text:  Bennett's  School  Efficiency — This  course  will  include  a  study  of 
the  fundamental  problems  of  school  management,  the  philosophy  of  disci- 
pline, the  recitation,  school  buildings  and  grounds,  school  government  with 
special  attention  to  the  moral  aspects  of  the  subjects.  School  laws  of  Ten- 
nessee will  be  offered  as  a  part  of  this  course. 


Education  40 — Primary  Methods.    Section  I. 

Fundamentals  of  Primary  Education  will  be  stressed.  Reading  and  the 
related  subjects,  phonics,  spelling,  and  penmanship;  Language,  principles, 
method  of  composition;  Arithmetic;  Industrial  Geography;  and  History — 
all  correlated  with  hand  work. 

Fourth  year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Education  40 — Primary  Methods.    Section  II. 
Same  as  Section  1. 
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Education  Special. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  make  clear  the  guiding  principles  that  deter- 
mine what  the  primary  program  in  general  should  include.  The  child's 
interests  are  considered  in  the  light  of  his  future  needs  and  the  course  of 
study  is  planned  accordingly.  The  relation  of  the  various  branches  of  the 
primary  curriculum  are  considered  with  a  view  to  formulating  a  program. 

Teachers  registered  in  all  method  courses  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  make  the  material  to  be  used  in  this  work. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits.    Room  206. 

Education   42 — Observation. 

Several  Primary  grades  will  be  organized  in  the  Normal  School  during 
the  Summer  term  and  lessons  in  primary  subjects  will  be  taught  by 
Summer  School  instructors.  This  course  will  be  open  for  observation  for 
those  regularly  registered  in  the  courses  in  primary  methods. 

Fourth  Year  Accademic  rank. 

Five  hours  a  week. 

Education  47 — Story-telling  and  Dramatization. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  the  educational  story  and  its  application  to  all 
primary  work.  Also  gives  an  opportunity  to  study  the  art  of  story-telling 
and  dramatization.     Stories  will  be  told  and  dramatized  in  class. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Education  48 — Rural  Education. 

Text:  Betts  and  Hall,  Better  Rural  Schools — In  this  course  special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  Rural  Teachers'  problems  both  economic  and  social. 
Educative  and  constructive  seat  work  and  sense  training.  Classification 
and  grouping  of  children  according  to  mentality  and  conditions.  Condition 
of  studies.    The  use  and  value  of  environment  of  the  rural  schools. 

One  term — 3  credits. 

Education  51 — General  Psychology. 

Text:  B.  B.  Breese  Psychology — This  study  is  a  continuance  of  the  general 
study  of  Psychology  having  begun  in  the  Spring  term.  The  laws  of  memory* 
Imagination  and  Association  will  be  traced  with  care.  Principles  of  reason- 
ing and  emotions  are  studied  very  closely.  Some  of  the  pronounced  ab- 
normal cases  of  psychic  life  will  be  studied  at  the  Insane  Hospital. 

Five  times  a  week — three  credits. 

Education  52— Child  Study. 

Text:  The  Hygiene  of  the  School  Child,  by  Terman — This  course  is  a 
study  of  the  instincts  and  other  factors  in  human  development,  and  their 
application  to  the  work  of  the  school.  It  will  discuss  the  skillful  direction 
of  play,  imitation,  and  the  collective  and  constructive  instincts.  School 
room  sanitation  and  the  hygiene  of  the  school  child  will  be  stressed. 
Prescribed. 

One  term — 3  credits. 
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Education   56 — Adolescent   Psychology. 

This  course  contemplates  the  extension  of  Education  52,  and  includes  in 
its  scope  that  period  of  life  between  pubscence  and  relatively  complete  ma- 
turity. The  period  is  marked  by  many-sided  interests  as  club  life,  gang 
spirit  and  team  work.  A  knowledge  of  this  epoch  which  is  formative  in 
the  youth  for  character  building  and  selection  of  life's  vocation  is  extreme- 
ly important  to  the  teacher  in  secondary  education.  Many  valuable  sug- 
gestions in  vocational  guidance  and  psychological  adjustment  will  be  made. 

5  periods  a  week — 3  credits. 

Education   60 — School   Laws   and   School   Administration. 

Text:  E.  P.  Cubberley's  School  Administration — A  library  and  lecture 
course.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  are  preparing  for  positions 
as  principals,  superintendents  or  supervisors.  The  course  is  intended  for 
the  more  advanced  students.  Some  practical  demonstrations  of  school 
administrative  functions  will  be  made  in  the  class  work. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

The  demand  for  well  trained  men  and  women  in  the  agicrultural  field 
is  greater  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  The  Normal  School  Department 
of  Agriculture  prepares  its  students  for  teaching  the  subjects  in  elementary 
and  high  schools,  and  for  actual  farm  work  along  scientific  lines.  Demon- 
stration gardens  and  plats  are  special  features  of  the  campus  work.  The 
poultry  yard  joins  the  campus,  and  likewise  the  farm  where  pasture  crops, 
cover  crops,  and  winter  pasturing  are  practiced.  Registered  Holstein  cat- 
tle, and  regisered  Duroc  Jersey  hogs  are  bred  and  raised  on  the  farm.  Some 
of  the  finest  Holstein  cattle  in  Tennessee  are  on  the  Normal  School  Farm. 
Also  a  son  of  Scissors  the  International  Duroc  champion  is  owned  by  the 
Normal. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  divided  so  as  to  give  three  full  years 
in  that  subject.  Students  specializing  in  agriculture  must  have  at  least 
one  course  in  chemistry,  one  in  physics,  one  in  biology  and  one  in  manual 
training  before  they  graduate  from  the  full  three-year  course.  Students 
not  specializing  in  agriculture  may  enter  any  course  at  any  term  provided 
they  are  qualified. 

Agriculture  40 — General  Agriculture 

Text:  Warren's  Elements  of  Agriculture — This  course  is  for  beginning 
students  or  those  desiring  to  review  the  subject.  It  covers  the  agricultural 
field  in  a  general  way  and  prepares  the  student  for  future  work  in  a  text 
or  on  the  farm. 

Two  credits. 

Agriculture  53 — Boys'  and  Girls'  Clubs 

Text:  Extension  Literature — The  beginning  of  club  work  in  the  South. 
Method  of  organization.  How  to  organize,  canning  clubs,  poultry  clubs, 
pig  clubs,  sewing  clubs,  and  allied  country  life  clubs,  and  their  affiliation 
with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Club  prizes,  fairs,  gain- 
ing the  interest  of  the  parent  and  community  life  in  general.  Open  to 
rural  workers. 

Four  recitations  per  week — two  credits.     Junior  or  Senior  credit. 
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Agriculture  54 — How  to  Make  Concrete  on  the  Farm. 

Text:  Portland  Cement  Bulletin — Open  to  all  students  desiring  a  knowl- 
edge of  concrete.  The  students  will  make  concrete  in  this  course  and  learn 
the  proper  proportions  of  mixing  and  relative  strengths  of  different  con- 
crete. Farm  concrete,  fence  posts,  water  troughs,  gutters,  walks  and  foun- 
dations will  be  studied. 

Two  recitations  per  week — one  credit.     Junior  or  Senior  credit. 

Agriculture  62 — Teaching  of  Agriculture. 
Text:    References  and   Observations 

Place  of  agriculture  in  the  curriculum,  arranging  the  schedule,  correla- 
tion between  agriculture  and  other  school  subjects,  observation  lessons, 
field  trips,  club  work,  extension  work,  the  county  agent,  community  im- 
provement, better  rural  literature,  and  better  social  advantages.  Open  to 
mature  students. 

Four  recitations  per  week — two  credits.     Senior  credit. 

Agriculture  63 — Seminar 

Open  to  advanced  students.  Any  subject  or  problem  desired  will  be 
studied  in  this  work.    Hours  and  credit  to  be  arranged  with  instructor. 

NOTICE 

Any  course  in  agriculture  will  be  given  during  the  Summer  School  if 
enough  students  apply,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  it  is  listed  in  this 
bulletin. 

CONFERENCE  ON  COUNTRY  LIFE 

Beginning  Monday  July  5th,  and  closing  Friday  July  9th,  there  will  be  a 
splendid  conference  on  country  life  topics.  This  will  be  a  week  full  of 
things  worth  while  to  any  rural  teacher,  and  if  you  are  not  attending  the 
summer  session  of  the  school  it  will  pay  you  to  come  and  be  present  dur- 
ing this  week.  Some  of  the  vital  and  urgent  things  of  the  day  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  men  and  women  who  are  in  close  touch  with  these  ever  increas- 
ing and  perplexing  problems. 

Each  night  during  this  conference  there  will  be  given  a  splendid  motion 
picture  on  topics  touching  rural  lines,  and  topics  suitable  for  entertaining 
an  audience  in  the  rural  community.  This  is  by  no  means  a  small  item, 
yet  it  is  one  that  has  been  too  frequently  overlooked,  and  is  one  great  rea- 
son why  rural  people  want  to  come  to  town. 

The  complete  program  in  the  form  of  a  folder  will  come  out  later.  Watch 
the  papers  for  the  announcement. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    BIOLOGY 
Biology  40 — Physiology  and  Hygiene 

Text:  To  be  Selected — A  general  study  of  physiology  with  special  em- 
phasis placed  on  the  causes  and  prevention  of  disease.  A  liberal  amount 
of  laboratory  work  will  be  required.  It  is  hoped  that  the  course  may  in 
some  degree  prepare  the  teacher  to  take  the  place  of  a  medical  inspector 
where  the  school  has  no  such  official. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 
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Biology  41 — Nature  Study 

Text:  Hodge's  Nature  Study  and  Life — This  is  a  course  in  nature  study 
for  primary  and  intermediate  grades.  It  suggests  how  to  use  nature  study 
as  a  content  subject  for  early  expression  work,  how  to  correlate  nature 
study  with  other  work  in  the  school  room.      Fourth  Year  Academic  Rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Biology  44 — Rural  Sanitation 

A  course  treating  of  the  more  important  facts  in  regard  to  common  com- 
municable and  preventable  diseases;  their  distribution  and  prevention; 
national  vitality;  individual  hygiene. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Biology  53 — First  Term  of  General  Botany 

Text:  Principles  of  Botany,  Bergen  &  Davis — This  course  is  particularly 
adapted  to  students  who  expect  to  teach  either  biology,  agriculture,  or  na- 
ture study.  The  work  of  the  first  term  deals  with  the  general  morphology 
and  anatomy  of  the  flowering  plants.  Detailed  work  will  be  given  on  the 
vascular  structures  and  histological  elements. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY 

Chemistry  30,  31,  32 — Chemistry  Applied  to  Home  Economics. 

Text:  Blanchard:  Household  Chemistry — This  course  consists  of  lectures 
and  laboratory  work,  designed  especially  as  aid  to  those  taking  cooking  and 
sewing.    Food  adulteration  and  textile  problems  will  be  considered. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Four  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

Chemistry   40 — Elementary   Chemistry 

Text:  Smith's  Intermediate  Chemistry — This  course  is  open  to  all  stu- 
dents.   It  treats  of  the  fundamental  and  practical  phases  of  the  subject. 

Fourth  Academic  rank. 

Three  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  a  week — three 
credits. 

Chemistry  41 — Elementary  Chemistry 

Text:  Smith's  Intermediate  Chemistry — A  continuation  of  Course  40.  This 
course  is  open  to  all  students  who  have  had  course  40  or  its  equivalent. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Same  periods  a  week  as  course  40 — three  credits. 
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Chemistry  50,  51,  52— Applied  Chemistry 

Text:  Olsem;  Pure  Foods — This  is  a  course  in  applied  and  industrial 
Chemistry.  It  will  treat  of  food,  textile,  and  agricultural  problems.  This 
course  will  be  of  especial  value  to  students  specializing  in  home  economics, 
biology,  and  agriculture.  The  manufacture  of  foods,  clothing  and  import- 
ant industrial  materials  will  be  discussed.  Special  experiments  in  dyeing 
and  removal  of  stains  will  be  performed.  Prerequisites,  Elementary  Chem- 
istry. 

Junior  rank. 

One  lecture  and  three  double  laboratory  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Chemistry  60 — Analytical  Chemistry 

Text:  Hinds'  Qualitative  Analysis — Facilities  are  at  hand  for  extensive 
work  in  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis.    Lecture  and  laboratory  work. 

Credits  based  on  work  done. 

Senior  rank. 

COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  prepare  teachers  to  organize  and  conduct 
commercial  departments  in  high  schools;  (2)  to  offer  elective  courses  to 
those  who  desire  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  business  subjects  as  a  part 
of  their  general  education.  It  may  be  said  that  the  number  of  commercial 
departments  of  our  high  schools  is  steadily  increasing,  and  with  this  goes 
the  demand  for  carefully  prepared  commercial  teachers.  The  keeping  of 
accounts  is  necessary  to  every  individual;  and  the  mastery  of  typewriting 
and  shorthand  gives  him  a  possession  of  inestimable  value  in  his  studies 
as  well  as  in  any  business  or  profession  in  which  he  may  engage. 

Commercial  30 — Typewriting 

Text:  Sorell's  Rational  Typewriting — No  prerequisite.  The  course  in- 
cludes a  mastery  of  the  mechanical  features  of  the  machine,  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  keyboard,  touch  system;  attained  by  word  drills  and  sent- 
ence writing;  a  study  of  letter  forms,  tabulating,  manifolding,  and  in- 
voicing. Teachers  will  find  this  course  very  profitable,  as  it  enables  them 
to  prepare  their  work  for  classes  easily,  quickly  and  attractively. 

Four  double  periods  per  week — two  credits. 

Commercial   43 — Elementary   Bookkeeping 

Text:  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping,  Part  1 — This  course  involves  a 
study  of  the  principles  of  debit  and  credit;  the  use  of  the  daybook,  journal, 
ledger,  purchase  book,  cash  book,  sales  book;  the  opening  and  closing  of 
accounts;  trial  balance  and  statements;  simple  business  practice. 

Four  double  periods  per  week — two  credits. 

Commercial  40 — Shorthand 

Text:  Gregg  Manual — This  course  consists  of  the  first  twelve  lessons  as 
outlined  in  the  Gregg  manual,  and  includes  all  the  fundamental  principles 
of  the  system.  Special  attention  is  given  to  drills  in  shorthand,  penman- 
ship, writing  by  sound,  and  phrasing. 

Five  periods  a  week— three  credits. 
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Commercial  31 — Review  Shorthand 

Text:  Gregg  Manual — This  course  is  open  to  those  students  who  have  had 
previous  knowledge  of  Gregg  Shorthand,  and  is  designed  to  prepare  stu- 
dents for  the  State  High  School  examination,  as  well  as  a  further  prepara- 
tion for  teaching  shorthand. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Commercial  32 — Farm  and  Household  Accounts 

Text:  Bexell  and  Nichols. — A  course  highly  specialized  in  handling  farm 
and  household  accounts.  It  is  especially  adaptable  for  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  rural  communities,  and  the  introduction  of  this  course  in  the  rural 
schools  will  bring  the  schools  into  closer  touch  with  the  home  life  of  the 
community. 

Four  double  periods  per  week — two  credits. 

Commercial  60 — Elementary  Accounting 

Text:  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping — The  fundamental  principles  of 
double  entry  bookkeeping  are  studied  and  applied.  Practical  sets  of  books 
adapted  to  ordinary  business  transactions  are  opened,  kept,  and  closed. 
Business  papers  including  school  currency,  checks,  notes,  drafts,  and  invoices 
are  used  in  connection  with  the  business  transactions.  This  course  pre- 
pares the  student  to  do  practical  work  in  bookkeeping  and  for  the  advanced 
courses. 

One  recitation  per  week;   four  double  periods  laboratory — three  credits. 

Commercial  52 — Business  Organization 

Text:  Sparling's  Introduction  to  Business  Organization — Among  the  sub- 
jects treated  in  this  course  are  the  individual  proprietor,  the  partnership, 
and  corporation.  Attention  is  given  to  the  principles  of  law  applicable  to 
these  different  forms  of  business  organization.  Extractive,  manufacturing, 
and  distributive  industries  are  studied.  A  careful  study  of  the  various  de- 
partments of  a  large  business,  the  markets,  advertising,  credits,  collections, 
the  administrative  department,  and  accounting  methods  applicable  to  dif- 
ferent forms  of  business,  is  made. 

Four  hours  a  week — two  credits. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    DRAWING    AND    PENMANSHIP 

Drawing  30 — Handwork  for  Primary  Grades 

This  course  deals  with  the  problems  of  the  first  four  grades  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  regular  grade  teacher.  Practical  exercises  in  paper  fold- 
ing, object  and  nature  drawing,  color  study,  posters,  lettering  and  forms 
of  construction  work  that  may  be  carried  out  in  the  school  room  with  sim- 
ple  equipment   will   be   studied. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  Academic  rank.     Two  sections. 

Five  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

Drawing  31 — Handwork  and  Drawing  for  Intermediate  Grades 

An  elementary  course  designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  teachers  de- 
siring training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  drawing  and  design,  the 
work  corresponding  in  grade  to  that  given  from  the  fourth  to  eighth  grades. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — two  credits. 
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Penmanship 

Text:  Palmer's  Method  of  Business  Writing 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  a  rapid,  plain,  unshaded,  muscular 
movement  writing. 

Part  of  term's  work  will  consist  of  blackboard  writing  for  teachers  of 
primary  grades. 

Five  periods  a  week — one  credit. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH 

Note — Students  are  urged  to  bring  as  many  reference  books  and  classics 
as  possible. 

In  the  study  of  literature  and  composition  every  possible  effort  will  be 
made  to  foster  the  development  of  American  ideals  or  patriotism. 

English    13 — English    Grammar 

Texts:  Sanford,  Brown  and  Smith's  English  Grammar — A  thorough  review 
of  parts  of  speech.  Stress  will  be  placed  on  inflection  and  its  application 
to  everyday  English.     Special  drill  in  sentence  analysis.    Two  sections. 

First  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

English  30 — Rhetoric-Literature,  Naration  and  Description. 

Texts:  Brooks'  English  Composition  and  Scott  &  Denny's  Composition- 
Rhetoric — The  time  will  be  equally  divided  between  literature  and  rhetoric. 
Both  this  course  and  the  next  are  recommended  for  those  preparing  to  take 
examinations  for  high  school  certificates  in  English.  Several  classics  will 
be  studied  intensively.  Weekly  themes.  Halleck's  American  Literature  will 
be  rapidly  reviewed. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

English  31 — Rhetoric-Literature:   Exposition 

Texts:  Brooks'  English  Composition  and  Scott  &  Denny's  Composition- 
Rhetoric — This  course  is  similar  to  the  preceding  course,  except  the  selec- 
tions studied,  and  the  rhetorical  work  will  be  expository  in  character. 
Washington's  Farewell  Address  and  Carlyle's  Essay  on  Burns  will  be  stud- 
ied intensively.  Other  classics  may  be  substituted  to  suit  needs  of  class. 
Halleck's  English  Literature  rapidly  reviewed.     Weekly  themes. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

English  40,  or  English  42 — College  Entrance  English 

Text:  Woolley's  Handbook  of  English  Composition — English  40  covers 
the  first  quarter's  and  English  42  the  third  quarter's  work  of  fourth  year 
year  academic  or  high  school  English.  Macbeth,  Milton's  Minor  Poems, 
and  other  classics  to  suit  needs  of  class  are  studied  intensively. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

English  45 — Public  Speaking 

Text:  Phillips'  Effective  Speaking— The  object  of  the  course  is  to  train 
students  to  select,  arrange  and  present  material  in  order  to  affect  a  given 
audience,  in  a  given  way,  and  within  a  given  time.    The  course  deals  with 
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a  study  of  the  best  forms  of  composition  and  the  delivery  of  formal  and 
informal  speeches,  debates  and  declamations. 

Elective  for  Fourth  Year  Academic  or  Junior. 

Four  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

English  46 — Public  School  English 

This  course  is  designed  for  the  teacher  of  the  four  upper  elementary 
school  grades.  Several  prose  and  poetry  selections  will  be  intensively  stud- 
ied from  the  pedagogical  viewpoint  as  types.  Barnes'  "English  in  the  Rural 
Schools"  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  the  study  of  problems  dealing  with 
rural   schools. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Education  47 — Story-Telling  and  Dramatization. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  the  educational  story  and  its  application  to  all 
primary  work.  Also  gives  an  opportunity  to  study  the  art  of  story-telling 
and  dramatization.     Stories  will  be  told  and  dramatized  in  class. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Four  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

English  57 — College  Rhetoric 

Texts:  Slater's  Freshman  Rhetoric  and  Century  Handbook  in  Writings — 
This  course  corresponds  to  the  second  quarter  of  English  offered  in  the  fall 
of  the  regular  term.  Three  themes  will  be  required  each  week.  All  types 
of  discourse  will  be  illustrated  at  length.  Open  to  graduates  of  accredited 
four-year  high  schools. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

English  53 — Teachers'  Grammar 

Text:  Kittredge  and  Farley's  Advanced  English  Grammar — A  library 
course  in  the  teaching  of  elementary  and  high  school  English  grammar. 
Open  to  high  school  graduates  and  those  holding  first  grade  certificates. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

English   54 — Juvenile  Literature 

Text:  McClintock's  Literature  in  the  Elementary  School  and  other  lib- 
rary texts — All  problems  of  elementary  school  English  bearing  on  first 
six  grades  will  be  discussed.  Vitalized  English  and  Story-telling.  Special 
stress  placed  on  the  field  of  Juvenile  literature  for  the  purpose  of  familiar- 
izing the  teacher  with  the  classics,  myths,  and  masterpieces  and  giving  the 
best  methods  of  presenting  them. 

Junior  rank.    Open  also  to  students  of  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

English  56 — Modern  Drama 

Text:  Library  References — A  study  of  Ibsen,  Pinero,  Maeterlinck,  Haupt- 
mann  and  Rostand.    Open  to  students  of  Normal  School  rank. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Four  periods  a  week — two  credits. 
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English  58— Reading. 

Chapel. 

Text:  Turner's  Teaching  to  Read — This  course  is  primarily  for  teachers, 
and  its  purpose  is  to  correct  pronounciation  and  enunciation.  The  relation 
of  time,  poise,  pitch,  melody  and  inflection  to  speech  is  demonstrated. 
Open  to  all  students. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

Chapel. 

English  62 — Nineteenth   Century  Prose 

A  survey  will  be  made  of  the  field  of  prose  from  the  latter  Eighteenth 
Century  to  the  middle  Ninetenth  Century.  Stress  will  be  placed  on  Lamb, 
DeQuincy,  Hazlitt,  Macaulay,  Carlyle,  Ruskin,  Arnold,  Thackeray,  and  Eliot. 

Senior  Normal  Rank. 

Five  periods  a  week— three  credits. 

English   65 — American  Poetry 

Texts:    Page's  Chief  American  Poets  and  Stedman's  Poets   of  America^- 

A  critical  study  will  be  made  of  Whittier,  Lowell,  Holmes,  Whitman  and 
Lanier.  This  course  is  identical  with  the  third  quarter  of  Senior  American 
Literature. 

Senior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY 

History  12 — History  of  Tennessee. 
Text:   Garrett  and  Goodpasture 
First  Year  Academic  rank. 
Five  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

History  13 — Review  of  United  States  History. 
Text:  Muzzey's  History  of  the  United  States 

First    Year   Academic    rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — two  credits.     Two  sections. 

History  41 — American  History. 

Text:  Hart's  New  American  History — This  course  covers  the  period  from 
Andrew  Jackson's   Administration  to  the  present. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

History  42 — Civil  Government. 

Text:    Magrauder's  American   Government — The  essential  facts  as  to   or- 
ganization and  workings  of  county,  state,  and  national  governments. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Four  periods  a  week— two  credits. 
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History  43— The  Teaching  of  History. 

Text:  Mace,  Methods  in  History — A  course  for  teachers,  stressing  the 
value  of  history,  the  course  of  study,  correlations  with  other  studies.  Map 
work,  source  material,  etc. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Four  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

History  52— The  World  Since  1815. 

The  fundamental  causes  and  the  apparent  results  of  the  World  War. 
The  League  of  Nations  and  the  New  Nations  will  be  discussed.  Holt  & 
Chilton,  Europe  since  1860. 

Junior  and  Senior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

History  62 — Division  &  Reunion. 

The  term  will  cover  the  period  1829-1919.  It  will  deal  with  the  tariff 
and  its  influence,  the  nullification  of  South  Carolina,  the  abolition  move- 
ment, the  Civil  War  and  reconstruction,  the  Spanish  American  War,  and  the 
Colonial  policy  of  the  United  States. 

Second  Year  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

THE   DEPARTMENT   OF   HOME   ECONOMICS 

With  the  desire  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  largest  number  of 
students,  and  with  the  hope  of  interesting  in  Home  Economics  many  stud- 
ents hitherto  uninterested,  the  Department  of  Home  Economics  will  offer 
in  the  summer  school  of  1920  types  of  work  not  heretofore  given  in  our 
school. 

The  work  as  planned  will  consist  of  unit  courses,  each  unit  representing 
intensive  work  along  some  definite  line  for  three  weeks,  time  in  class  work 
to  consist  of  a  double  period  each  day.  Since  there  are  eight  of  these  unit 
courses  and  since  no  two  of  them  are  to  be  given  at  the  same  hour  of  the 
day,  it  will  easily  be  seen  that  a  student  may  have  considerable  latitude 
in  her  choice  of  work  in  the  Home  Economics  Department.  The  minimum 
amount  of  work  allowed  will  be  two  units,  and  pupils  will  have  to  complete 
the  six  weeks  of  residence  before  receiving  credit  for  the  units  of  work 
completed  during  the  first  three  weeks.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN 

The  Department  of  Latin  will  offer  during  the  Summer  Term  courses  to 
serve  various  purposes.  A  course  covering  First- Year  Latin,  Latin  S., 
will  give  opportunity  for  a  review  of  this  work,  or  for  intensive  study. 
A  course  in  Latin  Composition,  Latin  SS,  based  on  Caesar  and  Cicero,  will 
furnish  teachers  an  opportunity  to  strengthen  themselves  in  this  phase  of 
Latin,  and  will  prepare  for  examination.  Latin  51,  and  Latin  61  provide  in- 
teresting study  and  offer  college  credits. 

Latin  10,  11,  12 — Review  of  Beginner's  Latin.

Composition  based  on  Caesar  and  Cicero. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Latin  40— Virgil's  Aeneid. 

Two  Books  of  Virgil's  Aeneid. 

Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Latin    51 — Cicero. 
Cicero  De  Amicitia 

Junior  Normal   rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Latin  61 — Pliny's  Letters, 

The  Letters  of  Pliny  the  Younger 

Senior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    MANUAL    TRAINING 

The  subject  of  Manual  Training  has  long  since  passed  the  stage  where 
it  was  considered  either  as  a  "'frill"  or  a  "fad".  According  to  the  judgment 
of  our  foremost  educators  Manual  Training  now  claims  a  very  definite 
and  necessary  place  in  every  well  rounded  elementary  and  high  school  cur- 
riculum. The  schools  of  Tennessee  are  rapidly  introducing  Manual  Train- 
ing, so  rapidly  in  fact  that  during  the  past  year  numerous  calls  for  teachers 
from  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  could  not  be  filled. 

In  response  to  this  demand  the  scope  of  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment has  been  enlarged  so  that  six  courses  will  be  offered  in  the  Summer 
Term  covering  the  work  which  may  be  taught  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
in  the  high  schools. 

The  wood-working  shop  contains  all  necessary  equipment  both  of  bench 
tools  and  power  machinery  to  adequately  provide  for  the  thorough  teach- 
ing of  such  subjects  while  a  separate  room  for  mechanical  drawing  has 
been   fitted  up  with  ample   individual   equipment. 
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We  urge  all  students  who  have  had  previous  courses  in  Manual  Train- 
ing, to  continue  the  same  this  summer  and  advise  all  who  have  any  inclin- 
ation or  bent  along  mechanical  lines  to  seriously  consider  this  as  a  spec- 
ialty. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  some  to  note  that  the  work  is  not  limited  to 
men  only.  Eleven  young  women,  graduates  of  the  West  Tennessee  State 
Normal  School  are  now  successfully  teaching  Manual  Training  in  West  Ten- 
nessee counties  and  are  receiving  increased  remuneration  as  a  result. 

The  following  courses  will  be  offered  in  the  summer  term  1920. 

Manual  Training  33 — Paper  Industry. 

A  special  course  in  handwork  adapted  to  use  in  the  fifth,  sixth  and  sev- 
enth grades.  This  course  will  show  the  possibilities  of  introducing  a  real 
industry  into  the  schoolroom  at  a  minimum  of  expenses  for  apparatus 
and  material.  At  the  same  time  a  product  having  actual  commercial  value 
will  be  made. 

The  various  processes  studied  are  as  follows,  and  are  taken  up  in  the 
order  named: 

(1)  Paper  making  by  hand;  (2)  making  of  envelopes  and  portif olios; 
(3)  boxes  and  cases;  (4)  tablets;  (5)  composition  books;  (6)  pamphlet 
covers;  (7)  loose-leaf  note-books  covers;  (8)  book  binding;  (9)  book  mend- 
ing. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shopwork  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Manual  Training  43 — Mechanical  Drawing. 

This  course  is  designed  for  teachers  of  Manual  Training  in  public  schools 
who  desire  a  drill  in  the  fundamentals  of  drafting  and  for  students  who 
have  had  no  definite  instruction  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

The  work  consists  of  the  use  of  instruments,  lettering,  making  of  work- 
ing drawings  from  models,  study  of  projection,  selection  and  arrangement 
of  views,  tracings,  blueprints.  Practice  will  be  given  in  making  free-hand 
sketches  and  reading  working  drawings. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shop  work  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Manual  Training  50 — Rural  School  Woodworking. 

This  course  is  intended  especially  for  teachers  who  wish  to  introduce 
some  practical  work  for  the  boys  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  in  rural  com- 
munities. The  minimum  tool  equipment  will  be  used  and  more  time  will 
be  spent  upon  actual  construction  than  upon  the  study  of  tools  and  tool 
processes.  The  largest  possible  number  of  type  problems  will  be  construct- 
ed, each  if  which  will  meet  some  definite  need  of  the  boy,  either  in  the 
home  or  in  the  school.  A  number  of  problems  will  be  planned  in  addition 
to  those  constructed,  so  that  a  prospective  teacher  of  the  work  may  formu- 
late ample  plans  for  the  school  year. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shop  work  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Manual   Training  56 — Advanced   Woodwork. 

This  course  is  offered  for  those  who  have  a  working  knowledge  of  ordin- 
ary carpenters'  tools.  It  includes  the  following:  Names  and  principles  of 
all  common  joints,  construction  of  small  models  using  type  forms  of  joint- 
ing, designing  several  pieces  of  furniture  or  apparatus,  construction  of  one 
or  more  selected  articles  of  furniture  and  cabinet  work,  study  of  wood  fin- 
ishes suitable  for  various  uses,  instruction  in  care  and  use  of  power  wood- 
working machinery,  a  study  of  the  possibilities  of  manual  training  work 
in  high   schools. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shop  work  periods  a  week — three  credits. 
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Manual  Training  53 — Architectural  Drawing. 

An  advanced  course  in  drafting  which  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  general  principles  of  house  planning  and  construction.  The  work  will 
consist  of  drawing  floor  plans,  elevations  and  forming  details.  Each  stu- 
dent will  complete  a  set  of  blue  prints  for  at  least  one  building. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shop  work  periods  a  week — three 
credits. 

Manual  Training  63 — Constructive  Carpentry. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  two-fold.  First  to  develop  a  plan  or  cor- 
relation between  the  Agriculture  and  Manual  Training  work,  and,  second, 
to  give  some  practical  experience  in  building  construction.  Throughout 
this  course  special  instruction  will  be  given  on  what  constitutes  good  con- 
struction in  the  various  elements  of  a  building.  The  lectures  and  demon- 
strations will  include  the  various  types  of  structures,  sources  and  kinds  of 
material,  and  standards  of  workmanship.  Briefly  outlined  the  course  in- 
cludes foundations,  sill  and  floor  construction,  wall  framing,  study  of  the 
steel  square,  roof  framing,  inside  and  outside  trim.  The  processes  will  be 
carried  out  on  actual  construction  work. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shop  work  periods  a  week — three 
credits. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  course  will  be  given  if  as  many 
as  five  enroll. 

Manual  Training  46 — Wood  Turning 

This  course  includes  the  study  of  (1)  the  speed  lathe;  (2)  the  use  and 
care  of  the  lathe,  tools,  chisels,  gouges,  etc.;  (3)  turning  of  types  of  each 
class  of  work  done  on  the  lathe. 

A  series  of  exercises  will  be  made  which  will  teach  the  different  pos- 
sibilities of  the  grooves,  beads,  curves,  tapers,  etc.,  in  turning  between 
centers.  Following  this  will  be  face-plate  and  chuck  work,  involving  the 
construction   of  certain  articles   such   as   nut  bowl,   trays,   candelabra,   etc. 

Two  recitations  and  three  double  shop  work  periods  per  week — three 
credits. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  MATHEMATICS 

Mathematics  13 — Practical  Arithmetic. 

Text:  State  Adopted  Text — Provision  will  be  made  for  the  large  number 
of  teachers  who  desire  to  review  Arithmetic.  The  work  in  these  classes  will 
be  very  largely  on  the  subject  matter  of  Arithmetic,  but  will  be  presented 
from  the  teacher's  viewpoint  with  the  hope  that  teachers  may  not  only 
gain  a  more  thorough  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  arithmetic  them- 
selves but  that  they  may  also  become  better  teachers.     Three  sections. 

First  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — two  credits. 

Mathematics  16,  11,  12 — High  School  Algebra. 

Text:  Milne's  Standard  Algebra — A  review  course  in  first  year  Algebra 
including  the  fundamental  operations,  factoring,  fractions,  simple  equations, 
etc.,  to  radicals. 

First  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 
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Mathematics  20,  21,  22— High  School  Algebra. 

Text:  Milne's  Standard  Algebra — A  course  in  High  School  Algebra  be- 
ginning with  radicals  and  reviewing  the  remainder  of  the  book. 

Second  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Mathematics  30,  31,  32— Plane  Geometry. 

Text:  Wentworth-Smith's  Plane  Geometry — A  review  course  reviewing  the 
five  books  of  Plane  Geometry.  Lectures,  suggestions  and  library  references 
on  the  teaching  of  Geometry  will  be  a  feature  of  the  work.  Special  atten- 
tion to  the  solution  of  originals. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Mathematics   40 — Teachers'   Arithmetic. 

Text:  Lindquist's  Modern  Arithmetic,  Methods  and  Problems — This  is 
strictly  a  teachers'  Course  in  Arithmetic.  The  work  will  be  largely  on 
methods  but  enough  problems  will  be  given  to  show  the  practical  use  of 
the  methods  presented.  A  careful  study  will  be  given  to  some  modern 
psychological  experiments  and  measurements  pertaining  to  the  studying 
and  teaching  of  Arithmetic.     Two  sections. 

Fourth  Year  Academic.    Junior  and  Senior  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Mathematics  50 — Solid  Geometry. 

Text:  Wentworth-Smith's  Solid  Geometry — A  review  course  in  the  three 
books  of  solid  Geometry. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Mathematics  51 — Plane  Trigonometry. 

A  course  will  be  offered  in  Plane  Trigonometry.  If  teachers  who  are 
prepared  for  this  work  by  having  had  good  courses  in  Algebra  and  Geom- 
etry will  enter  the  class  and  take  not  more  than  one  other  subject,  they 
may  be  able  to  complete  the  entire  course  usually  given  in  Plane  Trigon- 
ometry. 

Junior  Normal  rank. 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 
Mathematics  Group  in  State  Examinations.    State  examinations  will  be  held 
at  the  Normal  School  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  Term. 

According  to  the  instruction  of  the  State  Superintendent,  examinations 
for  those  who  teach  in  High  Schools  are  taken  in  groups.  Those  wishing 
to  qualify  to  teach  Mathematics  will  take  examinations  in  the  following 
subjects : 

Spelling,  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry  and 
a  professional  course. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES

Modern  Language  30 — Elementary  French 

Text:  "Grammaire"  and  "Histoire  de  France." 

Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 
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Modern  Language  40 — Intermediate  French 

Texts:  "Grammaire"  and  Monvert's  "Aux  Etats  Unis." 

Four  periods   a  week — two   credits. 

With  both  classes  Victor  records  will  be  used. 

Modern  Language  36 — Elementary   Spanish 
Text:  Worman's  "New  First  Spanish  Book/ 

Five  periods  a  week— -three  credits. 

Modern   Language  46 — Intermediate   Spanish 

Text:  "Easy  Spanish  Plays,"  "A  Trip  to  South  America." 

Four   periods   a  week — two   credits. 

In  the  Spanish  classes  the  aim  is  to  equip  the  pupil  with  the  linquistic 
acquirements  needed  for  an  invasion  of  the  Latin-American  business  world. 

In  both  French  and  Spanish  classes,  much  attention  is  given  to  conver- 
sation, composition,  to  careful  pronounciation,  and  to  a  direct,  concise  and 
comprehensive  presentation   of  fundamental    grammatical   principles. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

Music  30 — Public  School  Music 

Text:  Progressive  Music  Series,  Book  1  and  State  adopted  text 

Rote  songs.    Easy  sol  feggio  studies,  ear  training  and  rhythmic  exercises. 
Careful  study  of  methods  and  material  for  use  in  lower  grammar  grades. 

Five  periods  per  week — two  credits. 

Third  Year  Academic  rank. 

Music  31 — Public  School   Music 

Text:  Progressive  Music  Series,  One  Book  Course.     Melodia  Book  Two- 
Sight  reading,  studies  in  two,  three  and  four  part  singing,  elements  of 

harmony,    methods    for   presenting   music    to    upper    grammar    and    Junior 

High  School  grades. 

Five  periods  per  week — two  credits. 

Music   40 — Chorus   Class.     Standard   choral   music    for   mixed   voices — male 
and  female.     Quartette  Music  will   be  studied. 

Two   periods   per  week — one   credit. 

Music — Band  and  Oschestra 

Classes  will  be  organized  in  these  subjects  if  the  interest  demands. 

Music — Private  lessons  in  piano,  violin,  mandolin,  guitar,  band  and  or- 
chestral instruments  may  be  arranged  for  at  rate  of  $12.00  for  the  term. 

Two  lessons  per  week.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICS  AND  GEOGRAPHY 

Note — The  high  cost  if  living  can  be  met  only  by  increased  efficiency  and 
increased  production.  To  attain  these  ends,  the  industries  of  the  world 
must  be  operated  on  a  scientific  basis. 

Our  schools  are  today  responding  to  the  call  of  the  nation  for  more  in- 
tensive and  thorough  work  in  science.  School  science  is  entering  a  new  era; 
and  science  teachers  must  prepare  to  meet  the  new  demands.  The  depart- 
ment of  physics  and  geography  is  offering  the  following  courses  for  the 
summer  term. 

Physics   40 — Mechanics 

Text:  Milliken  and  Gales,  A  first  Course  in  Physics. — This  course  is  an 
abridgement  of  Physics  40  as  given  during  the  fall  term.  It  will  consist 
of  lectures  with  demonstrations,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

Third  and  fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Three  periods  a  week  will  be  given  for  lecture  and  recitation  and  two 
double  periods  to  laboratory  work.    Five  periods  a  week — three  credits. 

Physics  41 — Electricity 

Text:  Milliken  and  Gale's,  A  first  Course  in  Physics — This  is  a  continua- 
tion of  Physics  40.  While  it  is  expected  that  most  of  those  who  will  elect 
these  courses  will  have  had  physics  as  it  is  given  in  the  secondary  schools, 
the  course   is   planned  mainly  for  beginners. 

Third  and  fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Three   recitations — three   credits.     Two   double   laboratory   a  week. 

Geography  13 — A  teachers'  Review  Course 

Text:  Brigham  &  McFarlaine's  Essentials  of  Geography — This  course  will 
begin  with  a  discussion  of  home  geography,  or  the  geography  of  the  child's 
experience.  The  parts  of  the  text  emphasized  will  be  determined  by  the 
needs  of  the  class.    The  work  will  be  illustrated  with  stereopticon  views. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  Academic  rank. 

Five  periods   a  week — two   credits. 

Geography  62 — Commercial  and  Industrial  Geography 

The  natural  sources  of  wealth  and  their  utilization  by  man.  A  study 
of  the  production,  transportation  and  exchange  of  commodities.  The  geo- 
graphy of  trade.    This  is  a  college  course  of  junior  rank. 

Three  credits. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  following  classes  in  physical  education  are  offered  during  the  sum- 
mer term: 

Bloomers,  middies,  and  soft  shoes  are  required  for  all  classes  in  the 
gymnasium.  No  one  will  be  permitted  to  use  the  swimming  pool  without 
a  BEGULATION  bathing  suit.  A  fee  of  fifty  cents  will  be  charged  to  all 
students   using  the   pool. 
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Physical   Education  30 — Elementary   Physical  Education   for   Women. 

This  course  gives  the  ground  work  necessary  for  good  bodily  control. 
Practice  is  given  in  games,  marching  tactics,  Swedish  gymnastics,  exer- 
cises with  Indian  clubs,  and  simple  folk  dances. 

Four  times  per  week — one  cerdit. 

Physical    Education    31 — Folk    and    Classic    Dancing 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  practice  in  folk,  national,  and  simple 
aesthetic  dances.  The  course  suitable  for  grades,  high  school,  college,  or 
private  class  work,  includes  numerous  folk  dances,  a  few  of  the  simpler 
group  and  solo  dances  taken  from  Chalif  and  other  schools,  and  beginning 
work  in  the  technique  of  dancing. 

Five   time  per  week— one   credit. 

Physical  Education  32 — Plays  and  Games 

The  class  hours  are  spent  out  of  doors  whenever  possible,  and  are  oc- 
cupied with  the  practice  and  teaching  of  games  suitable  for  children  of 
all  ages.  Singing  games  ring  games,  games  calling  for  individual  competi- 
tion and  for  team  play,  are  all  played  and  discussed. 

Four  times  per  week — two  credits. 

Physical  Education  33 — Coaching  of  Women's  Basket-Ball 

This  course  includes  one  hour  of  theory  and  two  of  practice  per  week. 
Preliminary  practice,  the  picking  of  a  team,  how  to  select  players  for  the 
different  positions,  signals,  team  work,  keeping  a  team  in  condition,  diet, 
and  first  aid  are  discussed  in  this  course. 

Four  times   per  week — two   credits. 

Physical  Education  34 — Swimming 

Open  to  all  women  students.  This  course  is  designed  to  teach  the  stu- 
dents to  swim  in  the  easiest  way  and  most  graceful  form.  The  students, 
according  to  their  ability,  advance  to  freedom  of  movement,  and  change  of 
strokes. 

Five  times  per  week — one  credit.
